Boston, Nov. 8.—The rapid sprc*«t 


ot smallpox through the city

alarmed the Board of Health and it is

Founders' day at the Carnegie insti- 
tute. Former President Grover Cleve- 
land was the orator of the day, his 
theme being "The Ooligations of Na 
tional Copartnership."

observances of the law of American 
co-operation. This return will not be 
accomplished by nursing real or im- 
aginary injuries on the part of labor 
nor by lordly and selfish arrogance on 
the part of capital.
